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Sidelights on Alberta's 


(This is the Second and Last Article 

rs in this Series) 

By W. M. DAVIDSON 

It is impossible to gppraise the 
enormous cost to the people of Al- 
berta of the obsession of the govern- 
ment and its supporters with these 
fiscal fantasies. While the other 
prairie provinces are turning their 
attention to grave problems of re- 
habilitation and British Columbia to 
the improvement of its finances, the 
development of its resources and 
such problems. as health insurance, 
the Alberta government is staking ali 
on this fiscal heresy. It is true that 
Mr. Aberhart has been promising 
a new factory every new week, but 
as yet he hasn’t’ produced more 
than one new factory for every new 
year, and there is no record of the 
factories which have closed. 


a 


I have a suggestion which I make 
in all modesty, humility and sincer- 
ity, with little expectation of its 
adoption, but much confidence in its 
worth. 

Let us begin with first things. Let 
the government find out in proper 
manner and beyond doubt whether 
or not a Canadian province has the 
constitutional power to impose the 
Douglas Social Credit system. All 
legal authorities whom I havé con- 
sulted declare unhesitatingly that a 
province with its limited jurisdic- 
tion has no power to apply the 
Douglas plan or any subterfuge of 
that plan. We can get no satisfac- 
tory counsel from Major Douglas on 
that point, for he is not a constitu- 
tional authority. Mr. Aberhart be- 
fore the election assured’ us that 
Alberta had such power but he does 
not seem to be as positive now. He 
is no constitutional expert and his 
legal advisers, we have discovered, 
are not always correct. 

Why not appoint a commission 
composed of the best constitutional 
authorities in Canada, to learn and 
advise the province if the Douglas 
plan or any artifice or subterfuge 
for it can be adapted to the prov- 
ince? If such a commission decides 
in the affirmative, then we are on 
solid ground and we can proceed 
with a united front without any of 
the ring-around-a-rosy pledges de- 
sired by Major Douglas and take the 
next step with some confidence. If 
the commission decides in the nega- 
tive, then the a must act 
accordingly. The case will have to 
come before the courts ultimately if 
anything is done. The wise busi- 
ness man faced by such a condition 
would assure himself first, rather 
than after action. 


A summary of the recent session 
must be confined to the insurrec- 
tion, for nothing else of much im- 
portance was done. Did the insur- 
gents win? Was the insurrection 
worth while? Time alone will tell. 
If the resolutions adopted by vari- 
ous Social Credit groups through- 
out the province reflect the attitude 
of all Alberta, the insurgents have

In Washington recently Dr. Parran, surgeon-general of the United

He predicted that in the next few years the incidence of heart disease, 
a greater killer than cancer, will be materially reduced as a result of the 
present-drive to control and eradicate syphilis, a contributing cause of heart 
failure, and said that considerable progress in lengthening the lives of 
cancer sufferers may be expected in the next few years as a result of cam- 
paigns to educate the public to the fact that the disease is curable in its 
early stages. There are prospects that even the common cold will be ban- 

x ished in the near future. 

All this is so much to the good, and in this field science is conferring 
great benefits upon humanity, but, on the other hand, science is also being 
utilized as a handmaiden to the god, Mars, for the destruction of the human 
race on,a wholesale scale. 

As an agent of destruction of human life science is being harnessed and 
requisitioned at a tremendous rate. Since the Great War of 1914-18, new

Noted Inventor Died Poor 


Received Very Little For Perfecting 
Process For Engraving 
Frederick Eugene Ives, who did 
more to develop modern newspaper 
and magazine illustration than any 
other man, died in Philadelphia at 

the age of 81 after a long illness. 

It was Ives who invented the 
halftone process of photoengraving 
which permitted reproduction of 
photographs and even paintings with 
great fidelity and artistry. 

Before the perfection of the half- 
tone (in which a screen of almost 
invisible dots is used in reproducing 
pictures to bring out the graduations 
of tone), most newspaper illustra- 
tions were made from wood cuts and 
the effect often was crude.

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Opinion Is Wrong 
Danish Bacon is Not. Superior To 
Canadian Product 

The erroneous opinion is enter- 
tained in some quarters that Danish 
bacon sells at a higher figure than 
Canadian on the British “market, 
largely because ‘the Landrace swine, 
from which Danish bacon is made, 
are superior to our native bacon 
breeds. The real situation is this: 
The Danes are allowed to ship only 
so much baconto the British mar- 
ket; they are on a quota basis. 
Naturally they cull their product 
very closely, sending only the best. 
Moreover, it sometimes happens that 
there is not enough Danish bacon on} 
the British market to supply the de- 
mand, and the price is consequently | 
enhanced. The Danes could take our 
good strains of Yorkshires and main- 
tain the same relative position in the 
British trade. 

In Canada the Landrace swine un-| 
der test at Ottawa have not proved! 
to be highly superior to our own best | 
bacon strains. Certainly they are a) 
good breed of hogs, but it is doubt- 
ful whether they would prove to be 
enough better than the Yorkshire 
breed to warrant their introduction 
and distribution in this Dominion. 
That would mean the establishment 
of a new breed, and annual importa- 
tions from countries where foot and 
mouth disease is always present.

Hector ©, Bywater, naval corre- 
spondent f6r the Daily Telegraph, 
discusbed the craft at length. 
_A striking contrast i¢ provided by 
the Fi battleship Dunkerque, | 
which has only lately completed her 
trials. This 26,500-ton vessel with an 
overall length of 702 feet and a beam, 
of 102 feet, is the last word in capi- 
tal ship design as envisaged by 
Frencli naval experts. 

“Admittedly they were influenced 
by the Nelson and Rodney when 
planning the layout of main arma- 
ment and control stations, but in all 
other. aspects the ideas incorporated 
are purely French. The concentra- 
tion of all eight big guns in’ two 
turrets is regarded by most British 
naval men as unwise. 

“The German armored ship Ad- 
miral Grap Spee represents one of 
those specialized types which ‘have 
no counterpart in our navy. While 
her design is a technical achievement 
of the highest order, it does not en- 
title her to rank as a battleship. Her 
six ll-inch guns should enable her 
to overwhelm any ordinary cruiser 
of her own size, 10,000 tons, and for 
that reason she and her two sisters, 
Deutschland and Admiral Scheer, 
have introduced a new and baffling 
factor into naval strategy, a factor 
aggravated by their speed of 26 
knots and very extensive cruising 
radius. 

“But the ships are too lightly 
armored to stand up to a capital ship 
and now that we and other countries 
are building 30-knot battleships the 
strategic value of the German ‘‘poc- 
ket” type is diminishing ... all the 
same there is food for thought in the 
fact that the British navy at the 
present moment has available only 
two vessels, Hood and Repulse, which 
could be depended on to hunt down 
and overpower a ‘pocket battleship’. 

“In the cruiser category the Japa- 
nese Asigara is the only vessel of 
real interest. But in naval architec- 
ture things are- not always what 
they seem, and I doubt whether any 
British naval officer would exchange 
a county cruiser for an Asigara 
(even though the former are slower). 
Internally she is crathped and _= she 
carries so much weight she must be 
exceedingly lively in a seaway, mak- 
ing her a bad gun platform. 

“The Roumanian destroyer, Re- 
gina Maria, and the Turkish boat of 
the same type, Kocatepe, were both 
built in Italy, the former to British 
designs. The Kocatepe has a_ con- 
tract speed of 38 knots as against 
35% knots of our latest destroyers. 
But whereas every British destroyer 
has to make its designed speed with 
full equipment on board, that is sel- 
dom the case with foreign-built craft. 
There ig ample evidence that modern 
British destroyers are, ton for ton, 
the best designed and most efficient 
vessels of their type in existence.” 


Expectation Of Life 


Has Increased By Only Nine Months 
For Adults 

It is no good thinking that because 
the expectation of life has increased 
20 years, people can hope to live 20 
years longer than their parents, be- 
cause that will not be the case,” said 
Mr. Sandys, M.P., in the House of 
Commons. 

“The advance of medicine, surgery 
and hygiene has undoubtedly made a 
great improvement in the health of 
the nation, but it has made very 
little difference in the expectation of 
life of adults. 

“The expectation of life of a man 
of 65 to-day as compared with a man 
of 65 in 1871 has increased by only 
some nine months. Where a change 
has taken place is in the extremely 
satisfactory decline in infant mor- 
tality. 

“In the category of children under 
one year of age, the deaths have 
fallen from one in every seven live 
births in 1886 to one in every 20 
live births in 1935. In other words, 
during that period infant mortality 
has been reduced by about two 
thirds.’"— Popular Opinion.

Walls and ceiling are sprayed 
with disinfectant. All workers scrub 
their hands and arms before begin- 
ning and after leaving off work. 

A pamphlet issued by the Bacon 
Development Board explains it is not 
just a question of cleanliness. It is a 
matter of dealing correctly with bac- 
teria; and bacteria have to be 
handled thoughtfully if flavor is to 
be preserved.

The time has about come when the 
party caucus in the legislature 
should be abolished. Members are 
representatives of the people and all 
their public acts should be in plain 
view of those who elected them. The 
electors should know what their 
members are doing and saying in 
caucus as well as in the legislature. 
In Alberta, all the important de- 
cisions have been made behind most 
strictly tyled doors. 

Another event of unusual impor- 
tance happening during the session 
but outside of the Legislature was 
the re-organization of the Liberal 
party under a capable leader with a 


definite program. The issue seems]. 


now clearly drawn between the 
Social Credit Party and the Liber- 
als. The policy of the former is to 
gain wealth and happiness by an 
untried plan of fiscal manipulation. 
The Liberal plan is to face the stern 
realities, however unpleasant they 
may seem, with a vigorous effort at 
rehabilitation of drought areas, re- 
storation of the good name of the 
province, reduction of debts by busi- 
ness-like adjustment that will stand 
the test of the courts and return to 
democratic methods of doing public 
business. 
~ Whether such a program would 
meet with the approval of that 100,- 
000 or so voters who, though not 
members of the Social Credit groups, 
were beguiled by the Aberhart pre- 
election promises and took a chance 
with him in the last election, may 
'/be open to question. After another 
| session ‘like thé last one, there can 
be but little doubt about the out- 
come.

PAID 57,000,000 IN TAXES 

For the year 1936, car owners in 
the Dominion of Canada paid at 
least $57,000,000 in tax imposts, fed- 
eral, provincial and municipal, by 
virtue of the act they were car 
owners, 

This total includes payments for 
motor vehicle registrations, and the 
tax on their fuel—8 cents in three 
provinces, 7 cents in four, and 6 
cents in the other two. 

In view of the fact the motorist 
in these respects in taxed solely on 
the ground he is a motorist, one 
would think he should be given 
some return or service, also because 
he is a motorist. Had this practice 
been followed from the time motor 
travel demanded good roads, most 
of the highway system of the coun- 
try would now be paid for. There 
would have been plenty of money to 
maintain them, At least 1,250,000 of 
the citizenry and their families 
would have facilities for enjoying 
their private mode of transportation, 
a convenience they now lack in 
some of the provinces, Furthermore, 
the country would have its highway 
system well maintained. 

That would be the justice of the 
case. Unfortunately, the motorist 
has had to sit by and swallow an 
unconscionable diversions of most 
of his money to other causes.

Gold is once again a matter of 
grave concern to statesmen. 

When the prices of all coramodi- 
ties fell precipitously in 1929, many 
governments, against the advice of 
the best economists, re-valued gold, 
suspended gold payments, and print- 
ed large quantities of paper money 
in order to make commodity prices 
rise. 

The desired effect was achieved, 
but economists warned the govern- 
ments that in consequence the pro- 
duction of gold would become great- 
ly expanded, and that commodity 
prices and the cost of living would 
certainly rise to high levels. 

Governments are now fearful that 
these forecasts are coming true, and 
so they are talking of reducing the 
production of gold, and of making 
it worth less money, so as to reduce 
in turn the prices of all products, 
and so of the cost of living. 

If this is done, however, many 
people, wheat producers in particu- 
lar, will certainly be seriously 
harmed. = 

The wiser plan, it would seem, 
would be for governments not to 
tamper with gold again, but to re- 
distribute it to the nations that ur- 
gently need it, and particularly to 
remove the present harsh restric- 
tions against trade so that an abun- 
dance of goods and products may 
be made available to all the people. 
Then all the gold will be needed to 
support the increased world trade.

A Very Old Word 


Professor Of Languages Says ‘Ain’t” 
Is Not Illiterate 

The word “ain’t’”’ is just about as 
old as the independence of the United 
States, according to Professor Harold 
H. Bender, chairman of the depart- 
ment of Oriental languages and liter- 
atures of Princeton University and 
an authority on word origin, history 
and relationship. 

The form “ain’t,” his investigation 
indicates, was first recorded about 
1775 as a contraction for “are not,” 
but later it was applied to “am not” 
and “is not.” 

At nearly the same time arose first 
“han’t” and then “hain’t” and finally 
“ain't” for “have not” and “has not.” 

Professor Bender says, ‘It is ob- 
vious that there has been merging of 
forms from different sources and 
with different meanings as in ‘they 
ain't here and they ain’t been here.’ 
The form ‘ain’t’ could not have come 
originally and solely from ‘haven't’ 
as has been suggested. Nor would 
the derivation from ‘ain't’ alone, or 
from ‘are not,’ be sufficient to ex- 


plain the meanings ‘have not’ and 
‘has not’.” 
As to its use Professor Bender 


adds, ‘‘the abbreviation ‘ain't’ is not 
necessarily illiterate., Historically, 
at least, it is often merely colloquial, 
like ‘shan't’.”

Trade With Belgium 


Canada Selling More To Belgium 
Than She Is Selling To Us 

Canadians are a bit proud that 
their country holds fifth place among 
the trading countries of the world, 
but they can afford to congratulate 
Belgium which, only half the size of 
Nova Scotia, holds seventh place. For 
years there has been a very consider- 
able exchange of Canadian and Bel- 
gian products, and a Belgian trade 
mission visited Ottawa a few days 
ago. 

The particular reason for this visit 
is to be found in our latest trade 
statistics, sometimes regarded as 
very dry, but often quite revealing. 
They show that Canada has been 
much more successful In selling to 
Belgium than she has been in selling 
to us. This has been increasingly so 
during the past year. The trade was 
more than two to one in our favor in 
the year ending March, 1936, and it 
was more than three to one in the 
year ending March last. The trade 
mission would like to know if some- 
thing could not be done toward eve- 
ning up the score. This will doubt- 
less receive due consideration at Ot- 
tafva since, with imports from Bel- 
gium amounting to $6,695,000, our 
exports to Belgium were $23,435,000 
during the past year. The Belgian 
market is thus of no small value to 
Canada.—Winnipeg Free Press. 


The Honor Roll 


Thirty-one Publications In Canada 
87 Years Or More Old 


In a country as young as Canada, 
one does not expect.to find many in- 
dividual business enterprises with a 
history going back as far as 1850. 
Yet the Canddian publication indus- 
try can boast of 10 daily newspapers, 
17 weekly newspapers, three religious 
periodicals and one magazine, all in 
active operation, that had their be- 
ginnings earlier than the middle of 
last century. That makes 81 pub- 
lications, each of which is 87 years 
old of older. 

And if the honor roll were to be- 
gin at 60 ,there would be 204 pub- 
lications that would qualify, 199 of 
them being in Eastern Canada, the 
part settled first. To-day there are 
many media available to advertisers, 
but none with the long and distin- 
guished record of useful service, both 
to advertisers and the public, that is 
the boast of the press of Canada.— 
Sarnia Observer.

Coronation Days Brought Big Busi- 
ness To London Hotels 

During the Coronation days some 
of our great West End hotels were 
really complete cities, 

Consider one of them in Parklane, 

where over 2,000 guests saw the pro- 
cession from windows and stands at 
prices ranging from 2 guineas to 20 
guineas, (For those paying over 6 
guineas breakfast and champagne 
were provided!) Highteen hundred 
people were at the gala dinner in the 
evening (tickets, £3 3s. each, paid in 
advance). Three hundred and fifty 
extra waiters had been engaged to 
deal with the important guests who 
dined and supped in the great ball- 
room (air-conditioned at a cost of 
£25,000). The manager of this hotel 
had ordered £20,000 worth of wines 
to add to his normal stocks, and two 
tons of caviar for the Coronation 
period. Housewives might reflect 
that twelve men took ten hours to 
wash up the 60,000 pieces of table- 
ware, 
At the Savoy arrangements were 
made to serve no fewer than 9,000 
meals between supper-time on Coron- 
ation Eve and the dawn of May 13. 

At one moment the overseas 
switchboard of another of our largest 
West End hotels had calls put 
through for guests simultaneously to 
places in South Africa, New Zealand, 
Australia, North America, Canada, 
India, Brazil, and the Canaries— 
probably a record for one-hotel.

A Study Of Importance 


Nutrition Plays Big Part In Promot- 
ing Health And Preventing 
Disease 

Although a recent Introduction to 
public health service, nutrition’s role 
is already important, Prof. Grant A. 
Fleming, Dean of Medicine at Mc- 
Gill University, told delegates who 
were in Montreal for the second an- 
nual convention of the Canadian 
Dietetic Association. 

Addressing the gathering on ‘the 
part the dietitian plays in public 
health,” Prof. Fleming said nutrition 
plays an important part in the pre- 
vention of disease and promotion of 
health—two main functions of pub- 
lic services. Efficient public health 
service can postpone fully one-third 
of all deaths, he said. 

“Mental and physical health are 
so closely bound together as to be 
almost inseparable, and both of them 
are essential to economic welfare. 
Physical health can be promoted by 
the dietitian by dissemination of in- 
formation on use of food for health’s 
sake. Advantages of a balanced 
diet, and properly prepared food are 
obvious, but it is the dietitian’s duty 
to spread that knowledge.”

Winnipeg Man Was Animal Trapper, 
Soldier, And Cowboy 

Charles Goodyear roved the world 
and adventured in strange lands be- 
fore settling down to quiet life in 
Winnipeg 31 years ago.

He ran away from his Hertford, 
England, home at the age of 16 and 
went to the United §tates.

Parliament Hill, Ottawa, Ontario. 
(Special Despatch by Bob Sim).— 
Iam writing from a park bench on 
Parliament Hill. Deep down in the 
valley pour the angry waters of the 
Ottawa river; behind me are the 
massive buildings of the capital. In- 
side the Gothic doorway of the Par- 
liament Buildings stood three huge 
policemen. They had obviously noth- 
ing to do, and were exhausted with 
idleness. They all yawned copiously 
when I asked the way to the House. 
At Ottawa one looks for: political 
grafters and provincial shysters, but 
the Hill is as guileless as an arch- 
bishop, and as stately as a cathedral. 
I haven't seen a suspicious character; 
they all must be at the Coronation. 
The House, of course, is not in ses- 
sion, so I went in and sat in the 
speaker’s chair, and stood behind the 
prime minister’s desk. I also tried 
the chair of our own member, Miss 
Agnes Macphail. It is very comfort- 
able. 

We left Toronto at five in the after- 
noon; it is 860 miles to Montreal, so 
we were driving most of the night 
on an all paved highway. Toronto 
and Montreal are Canada’s biggest 
cities. Farmers often imagine that 
people who live in these cities are 
superior individuals. But I am be- 
ginning to doubt it. Two of the Tor- 
onto people who travelled with me to 
Montreal had never been east of 
Oshawa; Hamilton was the only 
other city they knew—but they in- 
sistéd that Toronto was the best city 
in the world. Then in Montreal I had 
to ask six of the natives before I 
found one who knew how to get out 
of the place. From Ottawa to Mont- 
real is 126 miles on fine paved high- 
way. 

Canadian Youth Congress 

I attended the second annual Cana- 
dian Youth Congress at Montreal. 
Delegates to the congress, almost 
1,000, represented various youth 
organizations across Canada. They 
held all shades of opinion; Protestant, 
and Catholic; Conservative and 
Socialist; French speaking and Eng- 
lish speak I wish those who 
think youth flippant and irresponsible 
could have been there to see how 
earnestly this great assembly faced 
their obligations as citizens, Similar- 
ly those who think the congress Com- 
munistic should have seen the demon- 
stration of enthusiasm when the reso- 
lutions were passed overwhelmingly 
affirming belief in God and the right 
of the individual to private property. 

Due largely to the resolutions of 
last year’s congress the Federal gov- 
ernment has voted one million dol- 
lars for the rehabilitation of youth. 
This year there was a great deal of 
discussion about how it should be 
spent. Although half of Canadian 
youth is rural, less than 10 dele- 
gates were from farms. Two of these 
were from Ontario, one from Alberta, 
and five from Saskatchewan. With 
such a miserable representation we 
farmers cannot expect to receive fair 
treatment when this money is distri- 
buted. 

It was depressing to hear of farm- 
dng conditions in the West. I will 
save~ these stories for my letters 
written from Western Canada. It 
was still more depressing to realize 
that six provinces had no farm rep- 
resentation at the congress. 


Farming In The Ottawa Valley 

“Welcome to the Ottawa Valley.” 
This was the greeting “I received at 
the farm home of the McCulloughs, 
who live about 20 miles from Ot- 
tawa. The valley was settled large- 
ly by the Irish in the early days, to 
such an extent that, the evident 
brogue is now known as the lay 
Valley accent. Around Ottawa the 
soil is rich and black, devoted largely 
to gardening; farther out it is lighter, 
ae dairying is the staple industry. 
Montreal used to take most of the 
milk in this area but this has been 
replaced by cheese-making.

Last week you remember, I prom- 
ised to write this letter from Quebec 
city—so this time I make no prom- 
ises, except to say I'll be writing 
from Eastern Canada.

Continuing Experiment 


Bathtub Farm In California Is 
Proving Great Success 

Greater crops than ever before 
come from Dr. W. F. Gericke’s ‘“bath- 
tub farm” in Berkeley, California, as 
a novel electric heating device for 
regulating the temperature of his 
sawdust-excelsio® ‘soil’ allows ex- 
tended seasons. 

So successful have been the experi- 
ments of growing tomatoes, straw- 
berries, sweet peas and other crops 
in chemically treated water confined 
to concrete or metal-lined nursery 
benches that commercial growers in 
Capitola, Los Angeles, Watsonville, 
and Richmond are using this method. 

Novel electric heating cables are 
placed at the bottom of water-filled 
vats or benches beneath mesh chicken 
wire. Then excelsior, sawdust or 
other suitable litter is spread on the 
wire to serve as a seed bed and for 
insulation against excessive heat loss, 
The “farmer” plants his seed on the 
bedding, kept moist by the water be- 
neath. As the plants grow, their 
roots extend downward into the 
water, in which necessary chemicals 


are placed as fertilizing units, apply- 
ing just the elements, each in proper 
form and concentration. 

Dr. Gericke is now continuing his 
experimental work with cucumbers, 
papaya and floral crops. Extraordi- 
nary success was achieved with to- 
matoes. Practically every flower on 
every plant formed sizable fruit, and 
numerous trusses were necessary. A 
single plant brought by this method 
of farming from 15 to 25 tomatoes. 

Potatoes, too, gave very high yield. 
An ordinary dirt farmer considers 
himself fortunate if he can raise 
from 200 to 400 bushels of potatoes 
to the acre. Dr. Gericke achieves 
2,500 bushels in an equal area.

Infantile Paralysis 


New Serum To Prevent Crippling Of 
Children Is Being Developed 

An effective serum to prevent the 
crippling of children and adults suf- 
fering from infantile paralysis is 
being developed, a Rochester, Minn., 
physician said, as the result of a dis- 
covery the disease is caused by the 
common streptococcus bacteria which 
changes its form and becomes a fil- 
| terable virus. 

Such a serum, which will prevent 
paralysis in victims of the disease if 
it is given promptly, already has 
proven effective in experiments on 
monkeys and on a few human beings 
during epidemics, Dr. Charles E. 
Rosenow of the Mayo clinic declared 
in presenting an exhibit of his work 
before the opening meeting of the 
American Médical Association. 

Studies of epidemics have shown 
they can be traced to milk or water 
supplies, he added. In one instance, 
of a mid-western city of 2,500,000 
people where 700 cases of infantile 
paralysis were found the streptococ- 
cus bacteria was found in the drink- 
ing water and when injected into ex- 
perimental animals produced the dis- 
ease in them. 

‘I believe that we can now prove 
without any reasonable doubt that 
infantile paralysis and encephalitis, 
@ brain infection, are primarily 
streptococcus diseases and that as 
the streptococcus infection proceeds 
a virus phase of its developments ap- 
pears. In every case the presence of 
the streptococcus can be shown if it 
is caught at the proper stage of this 
change and studied under the proper 
procedure,” he added. 


Canadian Singers In England

Those Of Old Country 

Canadians who went to London to 
sing in the coronation choir enjoyed 
their visit and found Canadian choral 
efforts quite on a par with those of 
England's. 

Invited from different parts of the 
Dominion the singers received their 
music before they left Canada but 
did not meet until they attended the 
first practice in London. 

“We found that we could quite 
easily keep up with the efforts of the 
other members of the choir and came 
to the conclusion that Canada is 
really suffering from an_ inferiority 
complex as far as her choirs are con- 
cerned—they are quite as good as 
anything we have met over there,” 
said William J. Miller of Ottawa 
Temple choir.

Agriculture, he outlined 
the function and object of these two 
organizations, declaring their aim is 
“to aid in solving the producers’ 
problems in marketing their live- 
stock with a'maximum amount of 
profit.” 

Erratic Production Line 

F. H. Newcombe, district agricul- 
turist, Red Deer, by the means of 
charts showed the shareholders 
present the erratic production line 
through the months of the years. He 
urged producers to straighten out 
that production line and produce 
hogs evenly, if possible, throughout 
the year, instead of, as at present, 
producing and marketing their hogs 
all in one month, or two months, as 
the case may be. To do this Mr.
